Have Kept the Scret so Well 
That Their Best Friends 
Did Not Know It. 



Lexington, July 25.— Earl Whitney, 
of Nashville, and Claude O'Brien, of 
Memphis, were hanged here this 
morning lor the murder of A. B Ch i 
The Sheriff and hia deputies sppenrad 
at the cell door si 8 o'clock sod the 
warrant was read to both men. Then, 
In company with the prleats, whom 
tbey had requested to attend them In 
their laat moments, the death march 
licgan. Beth ol the boys were as cool 
us II they bad been marching to liber- 
ty InsUaJ of death. As they passed 
ont ol the jail to the scaffold, Whitney 
shook hands with Ljeutentant of Po- 
lice Overly. Both boys smiled and 
nodded jauntily at all the persons 
present whom tbey recognized. 

The noose wss pat over the heads 
ot the men at 8: 10 o'clock, and at 8 it 
tbe black caps had been adjusted, sad 
the leet of the condemned men tied, 
the trsp was sprung and both men 
dropped through the fatal hole to 
death. 

The neck of both were broken by 
tbs fall. O'Brien diad quietly, but 
the straggles of Whitney were terrible 
to see. Only fifty persons were ad- 
mitted to the hanging as witnesses 
according to law, but at least too asw 
It from the tools of. Neighboring b ni<i 
Inga, which awarmed with men, wom 
en and boys. O' Brian's brother saw 
bis death and behaved like a madman 
tu his grief and horror. 

Both of the bodies were cot down 
and removed to an undertaker's as- 
tsbliahmaut, where they were prepar- 
ed for shipment. O'Brien's body was 
sent to bis mother at Memphis, and 
that ot Whitney to his alxter, Mrs. 
Ola Rockfeil. at Nashville.

His fath- 
er, Oreen Clay, waa born fn Pcwhatcn 
county, Vs., August 14. J757. “ n[ > 
wu.i coaumporary wkli (he political 
leaders in colonial days. His mother 
was formerly a Miss Sally Lewis, 
daughter of Eliza and Thomas Lewis, 
of English and Scotch ancestry. 

He was the third child of a family 
of six, Sidney Payne Clay, Brutus J. 
Clay, Cassius M. Clay, Paulina Clay, 
Annie Clay and Eliza Clay, constltut 
lug the Immediate family In the order 
In which they ate given. 

Hla early education was received 
at the common public school near 
Tate's creek, where he and his broth- 
er, Brutus J., were sent together. 
Young as he was, his love sffairs be- 
gan to develop before he had been at 
s.hool a mouth, and, getting Into 
trouble by reason thereof, his father 
took him away and aent him to the 
Richmond Academy, and later to a 
tCHi her of Latin and other clasalcs by 
tueuameol Joshua Fry, in Garrard 
cuu ity. With the latter young Clay 
weut to Danville, where his education 
waa continued. Later be attended 
the Jeault College of St. Joaeph, In 
Nelson county, Ky., where he studied 
French under Father Fouche. and 
made rapid progiesa by learning to 
converse with some Ftench Catholic 
students from Louisville, of whom he 
speaks with much reverence. 

In his seventeenth yesr, and after 
the death of his father, he enteied the 
old Transylvania University of Lex- 
iugtou, under Us then President, 
Alva Wood. While there he came In 
close contact with Henry Clay, Rob- 
ert J. Breckinridge, Robert Wlckllffe, 
Jesse Bledsoe, John Pope and William 
T. Bany, with whom be formed a 
life-long companionship. In 1831 be 
left Lexington and enteied the junior 
class at Yale College.

During this canvass be fought his 
famous duel with Samuel M. Brown, 
at Suasell'a Cave, Fayette county, 
where Brown used a pistol and Clay a 
knife. The latter came off beat in the 
encounter, in which Brown was se- 
verely cot In sever*! places, while the 
bullet intended tor Clay found lodg- 
ment in the end of the leather scab 
bard In which Clay had carried his 
knlle. He was tried for mayhem as a 
result of this, but being successfully 
defended by Henry Clay, he came 
clear, it being shown that the fight 
was the result oi a conspiracy to bring 
It on that Gen. Clay might be killed. 

AT BIRTH OF REPUBLICAN PARTY 

From this time forwatd Gen. Clay 
took up the cause of the anti-slavery 
party and became Involved In repeat- 
ed dlacnselona with the other side and 
its advoestes. He was a prominent 
figure at the Chicago convention of 
Republicans when the party of that 
name was first launched on the sea ol 
political lortune. He received men- 
tion lor the portfolio oi Secretary of 
War uuder Lincoln, and was strongly 
Indorsed for the place by the Repub- 
lican press of Kentucky. It was not 
to be, however; another was ntmed 
for tbe office, and Clay remained on 
Kentucky soil for a season . Later he 
was appointed United States Minister 
to Russia, with beadquaters at St. 
Petersburg. 

am CHILD WIFE 

Tbe whole story of Gen. Clay's re- 
lations with Dora, his child wife is 
melodramatic, bnt It la in hurmony 
with the life ol the man, and not sus- 
ceptible of the old charge of being the 
act of a man in hla dotage and not re- 
sponsible. 

He found hers poor girl, belonging 
to a class considered his social infe- 
riors by his family and trlends, and 
against their protests he made her his 
wife. She was only fourteen , and he 
was eighty-four, but her lather con- 
sented to the marriage because it would 
give the girl a home and make her a 
“fine lady."

Hla first anti-slavery 
speech was on February 43, 1832, up- 
on the occasion oi his being selected 
to deliver the Centennial oration on 
Washington's birthday at Princeton. 
He took a prominent part In the anti- 
slavery movement trom that day, and 
even through the war. 

QUARRF.L WITH REJECTED 81’ITOR. 

He was married to Miss Mary Jane 
\VA>field, st Lexington, the daughter 
of F.llshH Warfield, aud who was 
known as one of the heaviest breeders 
of thoroughbreds, and owner of the 
famous sire, Lexlngtm. His en- 
gagement with Miss Warfield nearly 
brought on a duel between himselt 
and Dr. Declarey, of Louisville, the 
M'<»r being a rejected suitor for Miss 
W field's hand. Just prior to bis 
wem'lng, his Intended mother-in-law 
handed him u letter which Declarey 
had written Misa Warfield, and which 
was derogatory of him. Clay went to 
Lonlsville. and finding Declarey, he 
caned him in public, and a challenge 
for a fight followed. The fight never 
took place, and a little later Declarey 
committed suicide. 

Clay now began to prepare himself 
for political Hie. and he studied law 
again at Transylvania. In 1835 he 
was elected a member ol the Ken- 
tucky House ol Representatives from 
Madison. He was defeated In 1836, 
and again elected by an increased ma- 
jority In 1837. Ills anti-slavery pro- 
clivities broke out while at Frankfort 
and made him enemies, his most vig- 
orous opponent being Robert Wick- 
Jifle, Jr , ol Fayette county. Clay 
now moved to Lexington and look up 
his residence there, acd again in 1840 
he beranie a candidate lor the Legis- j 
iitiire thin time I nra Fayette. By a 
sl.H.tge p . lit ic.d rh.iiii *• his opponent 
l-i the election contest '.'as Robert 
Wtckl.fi''. hnt Clay di 1 atut litni and j
